REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1965 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  EAST  GRINSTEAD  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1 965° 

The  Report  is  prepared  as  indicated  in  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  No0  1/1966,  dated  11th  January , 1966* 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  13° 6 as  compared  with  12.39  for  1964° 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  i.s  10°  34  compared  with  1105  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  Standardised  Death  Rate  is  obtained  by  the  application  of 
a 'comparability  factor'  making  allowance  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution 
of  the  district  for  comparison  with  England  and  Wales  as  a whole 0 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  13.15  compared  with  20.98  for  the 

previous  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  18.3  compared  with  17®45  ixi  1964° 

The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  is  18.48  compared  with  18.1  for  England 

and  Wales o 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever , Typhoid  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough  or  Measles. 

There  were  no  deaths  amongst  children  under  two  years  of  age  from 
Enteritis  and  none  from  maternal  causes. 

For  the  nineteenth  year  no  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified. 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.

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COUNCIL  HOUSING 

The  following  information  is  given  by  Mrs,  0„  Wren,  the  Housing 
Manager, 

Council  Properties 

During  the  year  our  new  estate  in  HoXtye  Rise,  which  is  ’'purpose' 
built  for  elderly  people,  was  completed  and  let.  This  comprises  20  bed/ 
sitting  and  one  bedroaned  flats  , Common  Room,  Laundry  Room  and  a two 
bedroaned  flat  for  the  Warden,  The  Laundry  Room,  being  equipped  with 
modern  machinery,  will  enable  the  tenarts  to  manage  their  own  household 
washing  with  the  least  possible  effort.  Tenants  who,  through  ill-health 
are  unable  to  do  this,  are  served  by  the  'Voluntary  Laundry'  mentioned 
later  in  this  report. 

Although  it  was  not  possible  to  furnish  the  Common  Room  in  time 
for  Christmas,  a very  successful  party  was  organised  by  the  Warden  and  her 
husband. 

The  new  estate  at  Ashurst  Wood  wa3  nearly  completed  and,  by  the  end 
of  the  year,  the  total  of  Council  owned  accommodation  was  311  pre-war  and 
^37  post-war  houses  and  flats,  5 shops  and  166  garages. 

During  the  year  dumping  of  obsolete  vehicles  on  the  Council's 
' hards tandings'  has  been  a nuisance,  but  threatened  Court  proceedings  have 
achieved  the  removal  of  a number  of  these  vehicles  and,  in  one  instance, 
successful  Court  proceedings  were  taken  in  respect  of  the  removal  of  an 
abandoned  vehicle. 


It  is  becoming  apparent  that  the  number  of  garages  must  be  increased 
and  I have  recommended  to  the  Council  that  82  additional  garages  be  erected 
in  the  near  future.  Some  of  these  will  be  sited  on  the  existing  'hard- 
standings 8 which,  fortunately,  means  that  this  ground  will  no  longer  be 
available  for  offenders  who  dump  ocsolete  vehicles. 

Repairs  a.nd  Maintenance, 


Repairs  and  maintenance  work  carried  out  by  the  Council's  direct 
labour  force  included  376  plumbing,  160  bricklaying  and  260  carpentry  jobs. 
The  direct  labour  force  was  also  engaged  in  carrying  out  improvements  to  7 
properties  at  High  Grove,  The  work  included  the  provision  of  improved 
larder,  batnrocm  and  kitchen  accommodation,  as  well  as  lowered  ceilings  and 
prevision  of  hot  water  systems. 
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On  the  Sackville  Estate,  walls  in  the  kitchens  and  bathr'oaris  and  all 
ceilings  were  plastered  in  73  houses  bv  outside  contract,, 

72  houses  were  decorated  internally  by  direct  labour  and  79  houses 
were  decorated  externally  by  outside  contract 0 

Free  collections  of  excess  rubbish,  e0g0  old  iron,  etc.,  continue 
to  be  made  on  the  last  Friday  of  each  month,  and  during  the  year  such 
collections  were  made  from  133  Council  houses  and  flats. 

The  Council's  Waiting  List,, 

Review  of  the  Waiting  List  was  completed  and  a number  of  applicants9 
names  were  removed  because  they  had  (a.)  r amoved  fran  the  district,  (bi  moved 
to  an  unknown  address  (c)  purchase  their  own  accommodation  and/or  (d)  did 

not  reply  to  correspondence,. 

After  lettings  had  been  carried  out,  208  applicants  remained  on  the 
list  at  the  end  of  the  year  who  require  <■=  4-6  bed/sitting  room,  62  one  - bed/ 
roomed,  73  two-bedroomed,  27  three  and  four  bedroomed  accommodation,, 

During  the  year  lettings  totalled  151  and  of  these,  four  families 

were  rehoused  from  unfit  properties,, 

The  number  of  Council  tenants  on  the  Waiting  List,  for  transfer  to 
other  types  of  accommodation  totalled  157 9 and  during  the  year  68  transfers 

were  arranged. 

Welfare,, 

The  Co-ordinating  Committee  met  monthly  in  the  Council  Chamber  and 
29  families  were  assisted  through  the  various  Voluntary  and  Statutory  Bodies 
whose  representatives  attend  these  meetings,, 

The  'Voluntary'  Laundry  carried  out  household  washing  for  36  homes 
where  elderly  people  have  no  relatives  to  assist  them0  This  is  a slightly 
smaller  number  than  in  previous  years  owing  to  a.  reduction  in  the  number  of 
volunteers  carrying  out  this  work,,  Every  effort  is  being  ma.de  to  increase 
the  number  of  volunteers  by  circular  letters  delivered  around  the  town. 

Unfortunately,  Mrs„  W„  Weller  who  has  acted  as  Organiser  of  the 
Laundry  since  its  inception  in  1959 s ^as  tendered  her  resignation  to  take 
effect  fran  February,  19660  Mrs.  Weller  will  be  difficult  to  replace  for 
she  has  given  loyal,  efficient  and  conscientious  service  which  has  been 
deeply  appreciated  by  all  concerned,,  She  began  the  Laundry  with  one  session 
per  week  and,  through  her  unremitting  efforts,  the  number  of  sessions 
gradually  increased  until  the  present  five  sessions  per  week  were  running 
regularly. 

At  Chris bnas  485  homes  were  provided  with  extra  comforts  such  as  coalp 
groceries,  sweets,  etc.,  through  the  local  Rotary,  Soroptomist  and  Youth 
Clubs  and  the  Women's  Voluntary  Service. 

The  Round  Table  Association  organised  a successful  'Donkey  Derby', 
and  again  the  proceeds  were  used  to  send  40  elderly  people  to  the  sea  for  a 
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holiday,.  This  year , members  of  the  Round  Table  have  organised  a team  of 
workers  to  decorate  one  or  two  rooms  in  the  homes  of  elderly  people  who  are 
no  longer  able  to  carry  out  such  work0 

The  Women 8 s Vol.Tin.tary  Service  has  rendered,  valuable  assistance  in 
many  directions.  The  'Meals  on  Wheels 8 have  served  2,779  lunches,  including 
32  special  Christmas  dinners  which  were  provided  without  charge. 

A Luncheon  Club  was  opened  just  before  Christmas,  and  203  dinners 
were  served  in  the  Community  Rood  of  St.  Leonard's  Hospital.,  the  room  having 
been  kindly  loaned  to  the  W.V.S.  by  the  East  Sussex  County  Council  for  the 
Club.  The  aim  of  the  Club  is  to  provide  for  the  elderly  (a)  a substantial 
meal  within  a price  range  which  they  can  afford,  (b)  companionship  to  relieve 
the  loneliness  of  sane  of  the  elderly,  and  (c)  an  incentive  to  go  outdoors, 
thus  obtaining  fresh  air  and  eacersi.se 0 

Both  the  "Meals  on  Wheels0  and  the  Luncheon  Club  are  subsidised  by 
the  Council.  All  the  meals  are  cooked  and  served  by  the  W0V0Se 

Firewood,  blankets  and  clothing  have  been  distributed  to  129  needy 
families  by  the  W0V0S0,  who  have  also  instituted  a scheme  for  replenishing 
food  larders  in  homes  where  the  mother  has  had  a long  stay  in  hospital. 

This  scheme  relieves  the  mother  from  immediate  shopping  problems  on  her 
return  from  hospital.  Such  cases  are  followed  up  by  visits  from  members  of 
the  WJ0S0 

FOOD  POISONING. 

An  outbreak,  of  food  poisoning  occurred  at  a local  schoc-l  on  the  22nd 
and  23rd  September,  1965  following  a meal  of  cold  salt  beef  served  to  376 
pupils  and  members  of  the  staff. 

258  persons  suffered  from  diarrhoea,  during  the  following  36  hours, 
onset  varying  from  4 to  1.7  hours  after  consumption  of  the  meal. 

Faeces  specimens  were  obtained  from  13  pupils  and  members  of  the  staff 
and  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Brighton  for  examination.  In  13 
cases  a heat  resistant  strain  of  Clostridi’im  Welch!!  was  isolated,  and 
subsequently  reported  a.s  Seriological  Type  4 (weak  3)0 

Enquiries  revealed  that  the  meat  was  delivered  on  the  20th  September , 
retained  ove.rni.ght  in  the  refrigerator  and  bo! led  on  the  21st.  It  was 
allowed  to  cool  down  in  the  stock  in  the  belling  pans,  removed  to  the  kitchen 
table,  covered  and  left  overnight <,  It  was  then  served  at  lunch  time  on 
the  22nd o 

There  is  no  doubt  that  prolonged  incubation  in  the  hot  water  and 
subsequently  overnight  in  the  warm  kitchen,  was  the  direct  cause  cf  the 
infection. 

To  prevent  further  outbreaks  of  this  nature,  the  following 
instructions  were  issued  to  all  schools % 


Boiled  meat  should  be  cooled  as  quickly  as  possible 9 and  not 
allowed  to  remain  in  hot  stock,, 

The  mile  regarding  the  placing  of  hot  .food  in  the  refrigerator 
was  revised  to  make  it  clear  that  the  term  is  a relative  one^ 
and  does  not  exclude  all  but  completely  chilled  food0 

The  practice  of  retaining  unconsumed  sweets  and  vegetables  should 

be  discontinued,. 

Adequately  sized  refrigerators  and  larders  are  essential,, 

A wash  hand  basin  should  be  installed  in  the  kitchen,, 

Provision  should  be  made  for  hanging  outdoor  clothing  of  the 
kitchen  staff  in  a suitable  place,,

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly0  Single  large  items  are  also 
collected  on  the  last  Friday  of  each  month  and  a written  request 
should  be  made  to  the  Surveyor’s  Departmento  There  is  no  charge 
made  for  this  service0 

Trade  Refuse  is  collected  at  the  request  of  the  trader  concerned, 
and  a charge  of  l/3d  per  bin  on  all  bins  in  excess  of  one  per  week 
is  made0  A collection  is  also  made  of  trade  waste  paper,  cardboard, 
etc0 , again  by  requestQ  Sacks  are  supplied  by  the  Council  to  the 
trader  and  are  emptied  at  a charge  of  l/3d  each,  including  the  first 
sacko 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  Hill  Place  Farm,  High  Grove0 
Before  being  covered,  newly- tipped  refuse  is  treated  with  Malathion 
insecticide  to  prevent  breeding  of  flies0 

Frequent  inspections  of  the  tip  are  made  to  ascertain  possible

Water  for  the  greater  part  of  East  Grinstead  is  supplied  by  the  Mid-Sussex 
Water  Company 0 A few  houses  on  the  Northern  boundary  at  Felbridge  are 
supplied  by  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company0 

The  Mid-Sussex  Water  Company  have  deep  wells  at  Hackenden  and  Forest  Row, 
and  an  additional  supply  is  obtained  from  the  reservoir  of  the  Weir  Wood 
Water  Board 0 Placelands  deep  borehole  is  also  available  as  an  additional 
booster  for  Slimmer  supplies 0 

The  raw  water  is  aerated , subjected  to  sedimentation,  mechanical  filtration, 
automatic  superchlorination,  and  finally,  before  going  into  supply,  to  de- 
chlorination to  give  a free  residual  of  0ol  p0p<>m0  of  chlorine,,  A 
consistently  safe  and  palatable  water  supply  is  thus  assured,. 

Samples  of  water  from  each  supply  are  regularly  submitted  to  the  Analytical 
Laboratory,  Lewes  by  the  Mid-Sussex  Water  Company  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination,,  The  quality  of  the  water  supply  has  been  of 
a high  standard,, 

Samples  of  treated  water  from  each  supply  were  tested  on  the  17th  December, 
1962,  and  showed  the  following  fluoride  contents

The  Council  employ  one  full-time  Rodent  Officer  on  Pest  Destruction,, 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1965,  1900  visits  were  made  under 
the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  194-9 > and  of  these,  848  were 
systematic  surveys,, 

The  Council  also  dealt  with  25  wasps’  nests  and  20  complaints  of  other 
pests,  including  cockroaches,  ants,  moles  and  carpet  beetles* 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  at  Eden  Vale  and  Ashurst  Wood 
Sewage  Disposal  Works,  the  refuse  tip,  housing  estates  and  other  Council 
properties.  A 10%  test  of  sewers  was  not  considered  necessary  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  during  the  year  1965. 

A nominal  charge  for  rodent  and  pest  destruction  is  made  to  householders. 
Business  premises  are  charged  with  the  actual  cost  of  materials  and 
labour.  No  charge  is  made  for  subsequent  inspection  to  ensure  that  the 
premises  remain  free  from  rats  and  mice. 

The  Council  is  prepared  to  enter  into  an  annual  contract  to  maintain 
business  premises  free  from  vermin. 
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LABORATORY  SERVICES 


The  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Sussex 
County  Hospital,  Brighton  (telephone  63506)  are  available  to  this  depart- 
ment and  to  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  district  for  the  investigation 
of  infectious  disease., 

The  laboratory  is  in  a position  to  accept  specimens  (faeces , sputa, 
throat  swabs,  etc,,)  both  for  the  diagnosis  of  individual  cases  and  for 
the  investigation  of  outbreaks  (detection  of  carriers,  reservoirs  of 
infection,  mode  of  spread,  etc0?)  Specimens  should  reach  the  laboratory 
by  4o30  PomQ , on  weekdays,  by  12„30  poE»,  on  Saturdays,  and  by  11„30  a„m0 , 
on  Sundays  and  Public  Holidays,, 

Containers  may  be  obtained  from  the  laboratory  or  from  this  depart- 
ment, and  specimens  may  be  sent  to  the  laboratory  via  the  Southdown  Motor 
Bus  Company.,  Collections  are  made  at  the  Brighton  terminus  at  2 p0mo , 
and  4 poin0 , (Mondays  - Fridays  ) and  at  12„30  p,mQ  , on  Saturdays,,  No 
collections  are  made  on  Sundays  and  Public  Holidays,, 

Specimens  for  the  Bacteriologist  may  be  left  at  the  Public  Health 
Department,  East  Court,  East  Grinstead  before  120 30  p0m0 , and  will  be 
placed  on  a ’bus  in  time  to  reach  Brighton  for  the  4 pom„  , collection,, 

The  laboratory  remains  open  until  11,,  30  a0m„ , every  day  of  the  year 
for  the  receipt  of  urgent  specimens  (which  on  Sundays  and  Public  Holidays 
must  be  delivered  to  the  laboratory,,) 

Specimens  which  are  received  at  the  Brighton  terminus  after  the  last 
daily  collection  has  been  made,  are  not  picked  up  until  the  following  day, 
unless  prior  notification  is  received  at  the  laboratory  that  an  urgent 
specimen  is  on  its  way  which  may  not,  or  will  not,  arrive  in  Brighton  in 
time  for  the  normal  collection,,  In  cases  of  extreme  urgency  arising  after 
laboratory  hours,  special  arrangements  can  be  made  by  telephoning  the 
Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  (Dr,  J„E„  Jameson,  Brighton  56960) 
or  the  Chief  Technician  (Mr„  N„  W„  Buber  ley,  Rottingdean  2070)  „
